Recommended transfers to the general fund: 
 
The Governor’s proposed amendments to the 2006-2008 Appropriation Act include the 
following changes for transfers to the general fund: 
 
• The elimination of any return of amounts above the Constitution limit for the 

Revenue Stabilization Fund due to the planned withdrawal in fiscal year 2008            
(-$120.4 million). 

• The transfer of additional ABC profits ($5.2 million) to the general fund. 

• A revision to the amount of lottery profits for public education ($47.8 million). 

• A revision in the amount of the .25 percent sales tax transferred to the general public 
for public education (-$6.3 million). 
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• The delay in the sale of ABC property to fiscal year 2009 (-$15.0 million). 

• The transfer of other nongeneral fund recoveries and balances ($6.4 million).
